County Commission hears 
ElderCare Initiative proposal

On Tuesday, Feb. 10, the 
Coffee County Commission 
continued its recessed meeting 
from Monday, Feb. 9, to hear a 
presentation regarding The 
ElderCare Initiative, 

Making the presentation for 
the Southern Alabama Regional 
Council On Aging (SARCOA) 
was Robert Crowder, and he 
found many Coffee County sen- 
iors interested in the initiative as 
nearly 100 people filled the 
community room. 

Crowder said the initiative 
was created to mainly help those 
most frail in the elderly commu- 
nity. 

At present date. he said C bifee 
County alone has 955 people age 
85 or older. This population 
increased . 50.9 percent from 
1990 to the Year 2000. 

According to Crowder, it is 


estimated the number of seniors . 


will more than double by the 
year 2030. ‘ 


“The demand for services will 


put a burden on everybody,” he 
said. 

Coffee County’s senior popu- 
lation also includes 8,826 people 
age 60+ and 3,059 people age 
75+. | 

“With the ElderCare Initiative, 


we can provide the needed serv- , 


ices to the thousands in our area 
who need them,” said Crowder. 
“Our priority will be to serve the 
fraileiderly and their caregivers.

from knowing these services are 
available to benefit them when 
they or their loved one needs 
them.” 

All in all, he said the initiative 
will strive to help first the frail 
elderly and caregivers but also 
active seniors, home care and 
caré management for frail sen- 
iors, senior centers, meal expan- 
sions and other elder services, 

Upon the SARCOA board's 
approval of The ElderCare 
Initiative, Crowder said his job 
was fo go to the counties his 
office serves and ask for a bill 
referendum for the legislature to 
approve. 

He said the proposal the board 
asked him to present included an 
additional ad valorem tax of 3 
mils. On a $100,000 home with 
homestead exemption, he said 
this would equate to $24 annual- 
ly (7 cents per day or 46 cents 


per week). 
Crowder said this tax could 
generate approximately 


$570,000 annually for Coffee 
County and allow SARCOA to 
serve approximately 523 more 
seniors each year in the county. . 

Crowder said his, office serves 
seven counties including Coffee, 
and last year alone received over 
24,000 calls or walk-ins for the 
services it provides. 

“When we provide services to 
someone and don’t provide them 
to others, we're really deciding

|Fish Mid-afternoon 
For February Bass 


By now most.of us have cleaned and oiled our deer rifle, wiped 
off the climbing Stands and put them away for another year, Deer 
season is over, but what do we do now? 

We can still hunt small game, or we can go fishing-wintertime 
fishing: 

But: taking a high speed boat ride’ at dawn on a stone-gray 
February morning can give new meaning to the word shivering. So 
why not wait until around 2:00 P.M. to shove off? The air and tem- 
perature is usually much warmer and the water has warmed enough 
to give a few lethargic, bass the enery to’hit a bait. 

Sam Coleman says he fished a lot of February and March 
Mornings for years with few bass to show for it. “I just had to have 
something to do in the outdoors after deer season was over so I start- 
ed bass fishing. I had been programmed that the “early bird gets the 
worm’ when it come fishing. This may be so in spring and summer, 
but not in February and March. I rarely hit the water. until mid after- 
noon,” said Coleman. 

Coleman said he hit on his afternoon fishing by accident. “As I 
got a little older I kept finding excuses to not get up ‘and be on the 
water at the crack of dawn, One afternoon I just decided to take my 
boat out for a mn on the river and decided to cast a little. 1 began 


~ casting besides some blown down trees, fishing just below the sur- 
‘ face, and T hit a mother lode of good size bass. I started going in the 


afternoon from then on and found my catches increased CONN GEE: 
ably over my previous early morning trips.” 

“T just figured out that fish were a lot like us humans when it 
comes cold weather. At the break of dawn, the water temperature is. 
usually at its coldest point of the day, You almost have.to drag a-bait 
into a bass’s mouth to get it to hit at this time. But when the sun 
warms the water, they come up to “Sun” themselves. Objects in the 
water such as logs or rocks absorb sun and the water may be a tad 
warmer right next to them. I cast as close to them as I can for this 
reason,”’ said Coleman, 

“If you watch the weather forecast and find that a few days of 
warm weather ison the way, then this is af ideal time to fish in the 
afternoons. I’ve found that just-a degree or two of warming for sev- 
eral -consecutive days translates to. progressively better bass fishing, 
especially in’the afternoons,”’ said Coleman 

"So, if you are a fisherman, and you are experiencing withdrawal 
symptoms due to the end of deer season, use some of that gun oil on 
your favorite reel, pick a sunny February afternoon and go harass

“Although Alabamians are 
using child safety, seats, more 
than half of the children that die 
in Alabama die as a result of 
traffic crashes,” said State 
Health. Officer Dr. Donald 
Williamson. “It's important that 
parents not only-use child safety 
seats, but that they make sure 
that they are correctly installed.” 

Placing children in age-appro- 
priate restraints that are correct 
ly installed can reduce serious

“To .correctly protect: their 
children, parents should restrain 
them based on their age and 
weight. And all children in all 
forms of restraint should be in 
the back seat,” said Nancy 
Wright, Director of the Injury 
Education Branch: at — the 
Alabama Department of Public 
Health.

The Alabama Department of 
Revenue recently informed all 
business privilege taxpayers of 
record.of its decision to discon- 
tinue pnnting and mailing some 
120,000 business privilege tax 
forms. 

“The .vast majonty of busi- 
ness: privilege’ tax returns filed 
hy taxpayers are retums that are 
computer-generated either by 
paid preparers or by the business 
taxpayers’, in-house accounting 
departments,” explained, State 
Revenue’ Commissioner Dwight 
Carlisle. “In .cffect, the state- 
printed . returns—some 
120,000—generally ‘were nat 
used,” explained Carlisle. 

According to Commissioner 
Carlisle, the ADOR will contin- 
ue to print 4 limited number of 
business privilege tax returns 
and related forms and make 
them available at all ADOR 
Taxpayer Service Centers. In 
addition; taxpayers may down- 
load copies of returns by access- 
ing “forms” under ADOR’ s Web 
site al www.ador.state.al.us. 

“We will continue to assist 
our business taxpayers in any 
way we can to facilitate their fil- 
ing and payment of the Alabama 
Business Privilege Tax and con- 
tinue to look for ways to save 
taxpayer dollars in related tax 
return processing and printing 
costs,” said Carlisle, 

Over the last two years, the 
ADOR discontinued the printi 
and mailing of over 100,000 
corporate income, S-corpora- 
tion, partnership income, and 
trust forms as more and more 
taxpayers and tax preparers 
chose to generate their own 
returns.

Elba City Council awards 
bid for sewer line extension

Monday night the Elba City 
Council approved a $109,654 
low bid for a sewer line exten- 
sion to Kelley Foods. 

J. P. Carter Construction Co., 
of Geneva, was the lowest. of 
bidders. The other bids ranged 
up to $138,311. 


Mayor James Grimes told 


council members the firm ‘has 
jest-completed a job in Elba and 
are well qualified for the proj- 
ect. 

The City of Elba had received 
a $93,500. state construction 
grant for the project and voted 
Monday night to take the 
$16,154 balance from other city 
funds. 

Police Chief R.W. Whitworth 
updated the council on his 
efforts to secure a replacement 
drug dog. He said the first dog, 
that was offered free to the city, 
didn’t Work out and was 
returned to the original owner as 
was originally agreed upon. A 
second dog has. -become avail- 
able from a group in Tennessee. 
The cost of this animal. is 
$1,500. Whitworth told council 
members that money has been 
donated for this purchase and 
the $1,500 will not come from 
the city. 

The council approved the pur-

ambulance at a cost of $14,975. 
Grimes told..council members 


this vehicle was completely 
checked out before the purchase 
and is in great shape. It will be 
used by the newly-formed non- 
profit Emergency Medical 
Services (EMS). . 
The mayor explained the 
vehicle has actually already 
been purchased so the approval 
would be “after the fact”, This 
was necessitated by a limited

March 1 marks 25th Anniversary of Coffee County Sheriff's death

As the first day of March 
approaches, it remains a somber 
day in regards to Elba and 
Coffee County’s history. It sig- 


nifies the anniversary of the late 
Sheriff C. F\“Neil” Grantham's 
murder, 

March |, 2004 will be the 
25th Anniversary of Grantham’s 
death, and a special ceremony 
has been planned 
to celebrate the 
‘life. of the late 
Coffee County 
sheriff and Elba 
resident. 

Family, friends, 
elected officials 
and other commu- 
nity residents will 
gather in front of 
the old Coffee 
County Jail in 
Elba at 6;30 a.m: 
Monday, March 1, 
for this solemn 
ceremony in 
which a wreath 
will be placed at 
the site of 
Grantham’s” brutal 
murder, and sever- 
al speakers will be 
recognized,

rushing into anything. 

He said all local officials 
showed a deep concern for sen- 
ior citizens, but there were some 
questions regarding the initial 
proposal. 

The proposal niekented to 
commissioners by . Robért 
Crowder, SARCOA executive 
director, on behalf of the SAR- 
COA board suggested an addi- 
tional 3 mill ad valorem tax to 
raise funds for the program. 

“No -property tax has. been 
passed in the past 18 years I’ve 
been here,’ Stephens said. 

Of the main concerns, 
Stephens' suid the people need to 
be assured the money generated 
for the program will stay in 
Coffee County by having it kept 
at a Coffee County bank. 

The governor talks about 
accountability,” Stephens said. 
“This is Coffee County's 
accountability.” 

He also mentioned’ the state 
has not passed its budget yet; 
therefore, it would be difficult to 
make ‘such a decision without 
knowing what the state is going 
to doin regards to budgeting, 

With this said, Stephens 
offered a motion with a second 
from commissioner Jim 
Thompson to fable the issue 
until’ the officials can come 
together with more’ unified 
thoughts. 

“IT would not agree to delay 
this and keep the senior citizens 


’ from voting,’ commissioner 


Bernest Brooks said. “I don’t 
think delaying is in the best 
interest. ‘ 

Stephens’ motion passed with 
a 6-1 yote as Brooks cast the 
lone opposing vote. . 

Following this vote, a letter 
was read on behalf of Crowder 
in which. he-indicated it had 
become evident the program 
must be presented to other gov- 
ernmental agencies in Coffee 
County; therefore, he asked the 
commission to table'the issue. , 

Also in the letter, Crowder 
suggested a 1/4 of a cent sales 
tax to be considered: instead of 
the millage tax. He said this 
would’ generate, more funds and 


would allow services to be initi-. * 


ated immediately rather than 
having to wait until 2007 as 
with the millage proposal. 

In conclusion, Crowder’s let- 
ter asked’ the. commission to 
pass a resolution “authorizing 
the people of Coffee County to 
have a say.”’ 

A representative of Merchant 
Capital of Montgomery updated 
commissioners regarding the 
1993 bond issue they recently 
voted to refinance. 

By refinancing, the interest 
rated moved trom 5,4 percent on 
the 1993 bond issue to 2.4 per- 
cent on the new issue. That will

honor of Grantham. at the Elba 
Chamber of Commerce, located 
next to the old jail. 

Grantham was shot in ‘the 
early hours of Thursday, March 
1, 1979, in front of the then 


Coffee County Jail in downtown ~ 


Elba. 

Three shots were fired into 
the late sheriff's body, and 
reports indicate..an autopsy 
determined any of the three 
shots would have proved fatal. 

Arrested, charged and con- 
victed of the murder was Billy 
Joe Magwood. 

Magwood was tried and con- 

’ victed for the murder in June of 
1981. He was convicted of capi- 
tal murder and was sentenced to 
die in the electric chair. 

There were witnesses to the 
fatal shooting, and one. deputy, 
the Jate Thomas Weeks, even 
exchanged gunfire with 
Magwood as he fled the scene. 

Weeks was able to identify 
Magwood, and he was arrested 


later that day by then Alabama 
State Trooper R. W. Whitworth, 
who now serves as police chief 
for the City of Elba 

Through the years, 


Magwood’s case has remained: 


tangled in the legal system with 
appeal after appeal being filed, 
The last recorded action took 
place April 23, 1997: when his 
attorney filed an appeal in the 
United States Middle District 
Court in Montgomery 

As. of this date, the Middle 
District Court has not ruled on 
the appeal. 

As family, friends and neigh- 
bors plan to gather Monday 
morning, March 1, to once again 
mourn the loss of the late sher- 
iff, Magwood remains on death 
row at Holman Prison‘ in 
Atmore, Ala. 

The public is invited and 
éncouraged to attend Monday 
morning’s ceremony and join 
the family of the late Sheriff C. 
F. “Neil” Grantham in celebrat- 
ing and remembering his life.

Dept. of Industrial Relations announces benefit 
possibility for former chip mill employees’ 


The Alabama Department ot 
Industrial Relations announced 
last week that former employees 
of Dixie Chips, Ine, in 
Evergreen and Brundidge, as 
well as former employees of 
Shuler Brothers Chip Mill in 
Opp, may be eligible for bene- 
fits under the federal Trade Act 
of 2002. Dixie Chips closed last 
December and Shuler Brothers 
closed on December 31st. 

The U. S. Department. of 
Labor found that these workers, 
employed in producing wood 
chips, may have become unem- 
ployed as a result of increased 
imports, The petition covers 
periods of unemployment 
occurring on or after December 
29, 2002, and before the termi- 


nation date of January 23, 
2006. 

In order to receive Trade 
Readjustment Allowance bene 
fits, workers must be enrolled 
in training eight weeks after the 
certification date or 16 weeks 
after their last qualifying sepa- 
ration, 

The workers have also been 
certified for Alternative Trade 
Adjustment Assistance 
(ATAA). Under the ATAA pro- 
gram, employees who are 50 
years of age and older, that 
obtain fulltime work within 26 
weeks of their s¢paration date 
from the affected employer, 
may receive a wage subsidy to 
help bridge the salary gap 
between their old and new job.
